Banish war as now 
administered, and it will revolve upon us in » 
-worse shape— that is in a shape 
of predatory and ruffian war, mote 
and more licentious. Will the causes of wad- 
dle away because war is forbidden f Certainly 
not; and the only reault of the prohibition 
would bo to throw back the exercise of war from 
national into mercenary hands ; and that is pre- 
cisely the retrograde or inverted course oi' civili- 
zation ; for in the natural order of citilixation 
war pease* from the hands of knights, barons, 
and insulated cities, into those of the universal 
community^from tho lawless guerilla to the 
state of national war administered with the 
responsibility that belongs to supreme rank, 
with the humanity that belongs to conscious 

Carer, and with the thrnininhlng havoc that 
longs to increasing skill in the arts 
of destruction. Lonk back even to the grandest 
period of the humane Roman warfare ; listen 
to the noblest and mast merciful 'of all Roman 
captains, saying on the day of Pharaalia, 
" Strike at their faces, cavalry ; r ' yes, absolutely 
directing his own troopers to plough up with 
their sabres the blooming faces of the young 
Roman nobility. Look hack, I say to this, and 
then pass to a modem field of battle, where all is 
finished by musketry aad artillsry, amidst clouds 
of smoke, no soldier recognising his own deso- 
Utioiia, or the ghastly ruius worked by his own 
separate arm ; so that wet, by losing all its 
brutality, ha* lost hair its demoralising power. 

" But," sajs our author, " is war, then, to go 
on for ever ? Are we never to improve ?" I 
answer, that wet going on even for ever, may 
atill be for ever amending its modes and its re- 
iult» upon human happiness. History shows 
that we ham been improving : and though wu 
still remains our hut resource in the prosecution 
of national disputes, this last re source may ba 
constantly retiring further into the rear. Wir 
is the last resource, because more intellectual 
resources for solving disputes are not available. 
And ssAy are they not ? Simply because the 
knowledge ami the logic, which ultimately will 
govern trie cue, happen not to here baan suffi- 
ciently developed. A code of law is not a spu- 
modic effort of gigantic talent in any on* man 
or in any one generation ; it is a slow growth 
of accidents end occasion) expanding with 
ctvilLtaiion, dependent upon time and anaJagoua 
cases as multiform elements in its development. 
At this stage of advance, and when a, true Euro- 
pean opinion he* been created — e community of 
feeling upon the main classification of wan, it will 
become possible to erect an operative tribunal, 
or central Amphictyonie Council for all Chris- 
tendom, not with any commission to suppress 
w*rs, but with the purpose of healing local ani- 
mosities, and also with the effect of taking 
away the shadow of dishonor from the act of

There is a mystery in approaching this aspect 
or the case which no man he* read fully.

In noticing the Revenue Abstract for the 
quarter ended 31st March Inst, we found that 
under each branch the receipts showed a con- 
siderable falling off, aa compared with the cor- 
responding quarter or the previous year. The 
decrease in ihe General Revenue was £13,768, 
or fourteen per cent ; the decrease on the other 
Revenue* wb* jtM8,BS£, or thirty .eight per 
cent, i and the decrease on the eggrcgnle 
receipt* £63,593, or twenty-three per cent. 

At might have been expected from the known 
state of our markets, the revenue hat since then 
taken an upward turn, and exhibits marks of 
Vatnent in every branch, that of Clergy 
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Ineriaia, bsle g nearly iS per cent., ^SS.IUSl 

In the official estimate of the revenue for the 
year lSSo tbe produce of the Customs was set 
down at £S00,000. Taking the produce realised 
during the ft tit half of the year as the basis of a 
calculation for the whole, we shall find lhat the 
result falls short or the estimate by £17,653. 

In comparing the Customs' receipts of the 
present and the past year, we ought nut to luse 
sight of the fact that from the loth November. 
1854, there waa an advance of fifty per cent, in 
the duty on spirit*.

In the March quarter, while there was a de- 
crease of 100,000 gallons in the quantity of im- 
ported spirits, there wee an increase of 1700 
gallons in the quantity of spirit* distilled in the 
colony. In the June quarter the results were 
reversed, for while, as above, the former shows 
an increase of 780Q gallons, the latter shows a 
failing off of 2«50 gallons. 

The revenue ft am postage shows the very 
small increase of ±22. All the fees of office 
show aq increase. 

The great increase under the head of special 
receipts is caused by the fact, that in the second 
quarter of tbe present year there are two consi- 
derable sources of income which in the like 
period of last year ad not exist. These in- 
payments under the Assisted Immigrants' Act, 
amounting to £6489 ; and amount received under 
the Assessment on Sheep Act, £13,76S, 

In the Territorial Revenue the proceeds of 
land Sales show an increase of £12,550 or 
26 per cent. The whole amount of the Terri- 
torial Revenue shows a net mcrr-oa/ia of £9500, 
or lfl per cent.

In the pursuit of his professional 
labours, ae a naturalist, he had determined upon 
an exploring expedition on our northern coaat, 
end for this purpose had invested all hia means 
in the purchase of a small vessel. He had pro- 
ceeded no further, however, than Percy Island, 
when he was brutally murdered by the ravage 
blacks that abound in that locality. * 

This calamity has to a considerable extent 
paralysed the energies, and nearly broken the 
heart, of poor Mrs. Sibajtoi; and it has 
lei* her and six small children penniless, with- 
out any relatives capable of rendering as- 
sistance. The destitution of this case alone la 
enough to call forth the compassion of the die- 
But there is another motive than that of mere 
benevolence that should urge a prompt and 
liberal response to this distressing cue, Mr. 
BrBi-HQE spent ten or twelve of the beat years of 
his life in this colony collecting, as a naturalist, va- 
rious curiosities, especially in birds, fishes, foasils. 
shells, Ice,, which wen mostly sent to Europe; 
and many of which adora the cabinets of the 
English museums. To Mr. Gooid, the eminent 
ornitiolciiriat. he waa continually Iniuanitting 
rare and valuable specimens. It was so recently 
as Much, 1852, that poor SiBATicjr took a Urge 
and valuable collection to England, in the 
Yimeira ; and encouraged by scientific gentle- 
men there, to whom he was introduced, he re- 
turned, to renew with fresh ardour and enthusiasm 
the objects of his mission. 

Ibfia on this latter ground that we place the 
appeal. The sympathy of the colonists of New 
South Wales is warm and compassionate. The 
man who was labouring Tor the benefit of our 
common country has passed away, If, after the 
fatal blow was struck, there remained one con- 
siderate rflomeiif, surely the expiring hope and 
prayer would be for his wife and children ; and 
the Odd of the orphan would be appealed to for 
their succour and safely. Shall not we — will not 
every colonist— drop hit in tc into this treasury, 
and <o help to lessen the bitter cup wnich litis 
poor widow has to drink. 

It will afford us pleasure to receive assistance 
for Mrs. Sntisne and her family from any port 
of the colony.
